Police Decline to Divulge Exact 
Lecation of House Where Bilis 
Were “Raised” and Where Spuri- 
ous Coins Were Started on Their 
Way. 


_ By reason of investigations recently 
made by the police into the circulation 
of bills of rateed denomination, and of 
spurious coins, it has become known 
that the mutilation was done by 4 
small band of Japanese whe tenanted 
a house on Evacuation Hill, between 
Temple and West First streets. 

The exact location of this mysterious 
domicile the police refused to divulge. 
as they are trying to locate the Japa- 
nese, and hold the identity of the 
house as an important clew in the 
quest. 

According to the police the Japr 
were exceedingly clever in chaning 
the denominations of the billa. With a 
peculiar liquid they were able to re- 
move the tafl of the figure two In the 
$2 bills, and change it to a five. But 
their chief activity, however, lay in 
raising $1 bilis to $10 ones. The men 
Cleverly inserted a zero next to the fig- 
ure one, and changed the word one to 
ten, in a manner that would not be 
noticed by the ordinary business man. 

Another feature of the Japs’ clever- 
ness was proven in their manner of 
circulating the epurious money. In- 
stead of the usual route, department 
stores and business houses where they 
but glance quickly at passing money, 
the Japs elected small merchants in the 
foreign section of the city. 

In this the business men in “Little 


Russ,” across the First street bridge | 


who are unacquainted with the intrica- 
cies of American money changing, 
were made special victims. Scores of 
the bille were collected by the police 
detectives from among this element, 
and it is feared that many more are 
still in circulation. 

When queried yesterday Police Capt. 
Lehphausen admitted that neighbors in 
the vicinity of the mysterious house on 
Evacuation Hill reported to him that a 
gang of counterfeiters was at work 
there. According to Capt. Lehnhausen’s 
informers, the orientalis never left the 
house during the day, and if perchance 
any peddier happened to enter the 
yard. he was warned away by a man 


who was secreened behind the biinds | 


in one of the front rooms. This same 
man, it ie said, kept close watch on 
the movements of those in the neigh- 
borhood, and repulsed every effort to 
divulge his identity.
